On several other major issues, the 
administration suffered stinging de­ 
feats. 
Among other things, the House 
torpedoed Mr. Truman’s repeated 
pleas for l i v e s t o c k slaughtering 
quotas; denied him authority to 
acquire and operate defense plants 
or create new government corpora­ 
tions; refused him powers to license 
business 
or 
regulate 
commodity 
speculation; banned the import of 
foreign fats and oils for two years; 
refused to consider farm subsidies, 
and slapped down a request for a 
new 
formula 
for figuring farm 
parity. 
As finally written, the House bill 
eases credit controls over install­ 
ment buying of automobiles, house­ 
hold appliances and furniture, and 
raises rent ceilings 20 per cent above 
the figure of 1947.

Condition Of Petain 
Reported Worsening 
PARIS (JP) — The condition of 
Henri Philippe Petain, 95-year-old 
chief of France during the Nazi oc­ 
cupation, was reported steadily wor- 
senlng today. 
His lawyer, Jacques Isoml, said he 
and members of Petain’s family were 
leaving today for the lie De Yeu, off 
the west coast of Ptance, where Pe­ 
tain is hospitalized. 


The budget figures mean a pos­ 
sible Increase in the tax rate of two 
cents.

EXPENSES ‘FIRM* 
Expenditures for the coming year 
will closely follow those of the year 
just ended. Full time salaries will 
be up $2,000 while part time salaries 
will be down $500. Expense budget of 
the fire department was increased 
$1,500. 
Salaries of the sewer maintenance 
workers are up almost $5,000 and ex­ 
penses are up another $1,400. In­ 
creased taxes will yield about $6 000 
more for the coming year. 
Budget for Mill Valley’s drainage 
control project Is down $3,300 from 
$5,407. Almcrants said the extensive 
work last year makes less work 
necessary this year. 


DRAINAGE TAX CUT 
In accord, the tax rate for drain­ 
age control is down from nine cents 
to three cents. 
Mill Valley’s parking meters will 
be paid off during the coining year 
when the final $4,837.27 owing is 
paid. The fity manager estimates an 
annual net income of $7,000 after 
the meters belong to the city. 
To cover the proposed budget as 
presented and to maintain the re­ 
serves the required tax rate would 
be:

General fund, $1; sewer operation 
and maintenance fund, 45 cents; 
parks, playground, and recreation 
fund, 28 cents; library fund, 26 
cents; drainage and flood control 
fund, 3 cents; and bond interest and 
redemption, 40 cents, a total of $2.42.

“W ith 1951 a better than average 
year in the legislature for Califor­

Difanl spoke last night to a group 
of more than 100 members of the

monthly meeting at Scout hall, San 
Rafael. 
The self - confessed “hunting and 
fishing fool” reviewed the hunting 
and fishing regulations that were 
put through the- Legislature this 
year and told of some of the bills 
that he hoped to see passed in the 
next session. 
RIVER NET FISHING 
One of the most im portant bills 
approved, according to Difani, was a 
Senate bill which eliminated com­ 
mercial net fishing on the Sacra­ 
mento River above Rio Vista and 
on the San Joaquin river at Antioch. 
The bill was defeated once when 
it came before the public on the 
ballot and once in the Legislature, 
but was recently passed, over the 
strong protests of “commercial in­ 
terests.” 
Difani went into the measures 
taken by the commercial fishermen 
to prevent passage of the bill and 
explained how yesterday, at a Fish 
and 
Game 
Commission 
meeting 
which he attended, they fought for 
repeal of the measure. 
LEGISLATORS LAUDED 
The Legislature representive laud­ 
ed the efforts of Marin’s represen­ 
tatives, Sen. John F. McCarthy and 
Assemblyman 
Richard McCollistor 
in helping in the passage of the bill 
and singled out McCarthy as “espe­ 
cially cooperative.” 
Among other successful measures 
approved by the Sacramento law 
making body, Difani pointed to the 
reorganization of 
the 
Fish and 
Game Commission. 
Under new provisions the commis­ 
sion can change rulings from year 
to year without the permission of 
the Legislature, which was previous­ 
ly required. Another administrative 
bill regarding fish and game activi­ 
ties divides the group into two parts 
handling the actual administration 
and the setting ot policies. 
STRIPED BASS MEASURE 
Among the some 60 other bills 
passed by this year’s Legislature, 
Difani discussed those affecting the 
commercial use of striped bass, and 
a bill providing access to fishing 
spots along the California coast. 
Supporting Difani’s 
request 
on 
the bill providing a public right of 
way to fishing spots alohg the coast, 
including 14 acres in Marin, the 
group unanimously decided to go 
on record asking the board of super­ 
visors to extend cooperation to state 
bodies inquiring into the feasibility 
of adopting such land. 
ACQUISITION URGED 
“The acquisition of this land,” ac­ 
cording to Difani, “would allow Ma­ 
rin fisherman to park their cars, 
picnic and wade into the surf with­ 
out trespassing on the property of 
others 
having Marin county representatives 
at meetings involving this and other 
measures which will come before 
senate and assembly groups. 
The sportsman also touched upon 
new safety measures passed by the 
Legislature which forbid carrying 
gull with cartridges in the barrel 
in an automobile and make it pos­ 
sible to take away the license of a 
hunter who is involved in any sort 
of an hunting accident. He explain­ 
ed th at there had been 18 accidents 
last year.

Difani stated briefly that he was 
aware that there was a problem of

‘ With 1951 a better than average 
year in the legislature for Califor­ 
nia,” the important thing for Ma­ 
rin’s hunting and fishing enthusi­ 
asts, according to George Difani, 
Sacramento representative of the 
Associated Sportsmen, "is to pre­ 
pare for the big things that are to 
come up in the next session.” 
Difani spoke last night to a group 
of more than 100 members of the 
Marin Rod and 
Gun 
club in a 
monthly meeting at Scout hall, San 
Rafael. 
The self-confessed "hunting and 
fishing fool” reviewed the hunting 
and fishing regulations that were 
put through the Legislature this 
year and told of some of the bills 
•hat he hoped to see passed in the 
next session. 
RIVER NET FISHING 
One of the most important bills 
approved, according to Difani, was a 
Senate bill which eliminated com­ 
mercial net fishing on the Sacra­ 
mento River above Rio Vista and 
on the San Joaquin river at Antioch. 
The bill was defeated once when 
it came before the public on the 
ballot and once in the Legislature, 
but was recently passed, over the 
strong protests of "commercial in­ 
terests.” 
Difani went into the measures 
taken by the commercial fishermen 
to prevent passage of the bill and 
explained how yesterday, at a Fish 
and 
Game 
Commission 
meeting 
which he attended, they fought for 
repeal of the measure. 
LEGISLATORS LAUDED 
The Legislature representive laud­ 
ed the efforts of Marin’s represen­ 
tatives, Sen. John F. McCarthy and 
Assemblyman Richard McCollister 
in helping in the passage of the bill 
and singled out McCarthy as "espe­ 
cially cooperative.” 
Among other successful measures 
approved by the Sacramento law 
making body, Difani pointed to the 
reorganization of 
the 
Fish and 
Game Commission. 
Under new provisions the commis­ 
sion can change rulings from year 
to year without the permission of 
the Legislature, which was previous­ 
ly required. Another administrative 
bill regarding fish and game activi­ 
ties divides the group into two parts 
handling the actual administration 
and the setting ol policies. 
STRIPED BASS MEASURE 
Among the some 60 other bills 
passed by this year’s Legislature, 
Difani discussed those affecting the 
commercial use of striped bass, and 
a bill providing access to fishing 
spots along the California coast. 
Supporting Difani's request 
on 
I the bill providing a public right of 
wray to fishing spots along the coast, 
including 14 acres in Marin, the 
group unanimously decided to go 
on record asking the board of super­ 
visors to extend cooperation to state 
bodies inquiring into the feasibility 
of adopting such land. 
ACQUISITION URGED 
"The acquisition of this land,” ac­ 
cording to Difani, "would allow Ma­ 
rin fisherman to park their cars, 
picnic and wade into the surf with­ 
out trespassing on the property of 
others.” He expressed the need of 
having Marin county representatives 
at meetings involving this and other 
measures which will come before 
senate and assembly groups. 
The sportsman also touched upon 
new safety measures passed by the 
Legislature which forbid carrying si' 
gun with cartridges in the barrel 
in an automobile and make it pos­ 
sible to take away the license of a 


controlling the deer in Marin. He 
said that the local sportsmen should 
be careful to see that local herds are 
not cut down by land owners or 
farmers pestered by their activities. 
In other action during last night’s 
meeting, secretary Gordon Dixon

WASHINGTON — The British 
will quite soon be ready to explode 
their first atomic bomb. The tim­ 
ing depends in part on what is 
done In this country. But the 
chances are that the first British 
atomic test will take place within 
a matter of months, almost cer­ 
tainly within the coming year. 
This is, of course, a matter of the 
highest importance. For one thing, 
it goes /ig h t to the heart of the 
Anglo-American relationship. 
For the explosion of a British 
bomb will be, in a sense, a measure 
of the partial failure of the Anglo- 
American partnership. This is so 
for several reasons. Although the 
British technicians now know in 
detail how to make the bomb, it 
will be extremely costly to clear 
the final technological hurdles, and 
then to stage the test, probably in 
Australia. And this heavy charge 
on the British economy comes at 
a time when the British rearma­ 
ment effort is already straining 
British finances to the breaking 
point. 


MOREOVER, THE FACT is that 
the British do not now have the 
resources to build either & really 
decisive stockpile of bombs, or the 
planes to carry bombs in important 
numbers to Soviet targets. The 
newly designed British medium 
bomber, the B-9, is an excellent 
plane, perhaps even superior in 
performance to our own B-47. But 
this plane is still in the prototype 
stage, and even when in produc­ 
tion, it will be hand-tooled, rather 
than mass-produced. 
Thus for the British to test a 
bomb which cannot either be made 
or delivered in quantity amounts 
to a very costly psychological ges­ 
ture. Yet the gesture is almost cer­ 
tain to be made. This is so partly 
because an independent British 
atomic test should have an im­ 
portant effect on the British them­ 
selves. More and more, the British 
mre being persuaded that their is­ 
land has been transformed into a 
mere “Air Strip One” for the 
Americans, and the proof of inde­ 
pendent 
British 
atomic 
power 
should do much to dispel this 
illusion. 


A BRITISH ATOMIC test should 
also help to remind the Soviets 
that Britain is still a great power. 
But above all, the explosion of a 
British atomic bomb should im­ 
press the Congress of the United 
States. And this is certainly a main 
reason why the all-out effort to 
produce a British bomb is now in 
prospect. 
What the British really want, 
of course, is an atomic working 
partnership with the United States 
—full participation, on a kind of 
non-producing basis, in the Ameri­ 
can atomic program. This is, in 
fact, what the best of the Ameri­ 
can policy makers also want. For 
what is not understood, either in 
Congress or the country, is that 


this matter of an atomic partner­ 
ship with the British is by no 
means one-sided. 


THE RECENT, IRRESPONSIBLE 
revelation that the United States 
now has only eighty-seven opera­ 
tional B-36 bombers should servo 
to underline this fact. The B-36 is 
the only bomber capable of reach­ 
ing important Soviet targets from 
American 
bases. 
Eighty - seven 
planes—or 200—could not possibly 
serve as an effective deterrent 
against Soviet aggression, especial­ 
ly in view of the rapidly maturing 
Soviet air defense. 
The plain fact is that the capa­ 
city to deliver the American atomic 
stockpile now squarely depends on 
overseas bases controlled by the 
French, and above all by the Brit­ 
ish. The further fact is that the 
only decisive American weapon 
could be nullified “by a single tele­ 
phone call,” to quote one knowl­ 
edgeable American airman. For if, 
in some future crisis, the British 
government notified this govern­ 
ment that American bombers could 
not use British bases, the French 
would surely follow suit. Thus the 
central factor in American mill, 
tary power could be eliminated aY 
a stroke. 


IT IS BECAUSE it is the only 
insurance against this happening 
that our own policy makers want 
a working Anglo-American atomic 
partnership. But this would require 
legislation — specifically, revision 
of the McMahon act. There have 
been repeated conversations about 
changing the Act. Atomic Energy 
Committee Chairman Brien Mc­ 
Mahon himself understands the 
need for revision. But every time 
plans have proceeded to the point 
where legislation was about to be 
introduced, there has been a Fuchs 
scandal, or a Pontecorvo scandal, 
or a Burgess-McLean scandal, and 
the plans have been hastily drop­ 
ped. 
The recent Burgess-McLe&n de­ 
fection, in fact, knocked into a 
cocked hat carefully laid plans for 
an Anglo-American atomic part­ 
nership. And now the only way out, 
apparently, Is for the British to 
make the costly and basically un­ 
necessary effort to produce atomic 
bombs independently. The Con­ 
gress will presumably be far less 
reluctant to permit an atomic 
partnership if the prospective part­ 
ner has shown the capacity to pro­ 
duce atomic bombs anyway. More­ 
over, British security arrangements 
are being firmly if belatedly tight­ 
ened, and there should be no more 
Fuchs-Pontecorvo-Burgess-McLean 
betrayal». 
The explosion of a British-made 
bomb, to be sure, should have some 
desirable consequences in itself. 
Even so, it is time this country rec­ 
ognized that the Anglo-American 
alliance, to which British bases are 
just as essential as American 
planes and bombs, is not a one­ 
way street.

SACRAMENTO REPORT 
Gov. Gets Writer's Cramp 
Signing Bills Into Laws

SACRAMENTO (U.F) — Governor 
Earl 
Warren 
is 
suffering 
from 
writer’s cramp. 
The state’s chief executive has al­ 
ready signed his name nearly 3,000 
times to bills passed by the legisla­ 
ture, figuring two times for each of 
the 1,466 measures he approved up to 
the close of business last week. 
He's getting down near the bot­ 
tom of the pile, though, and has 
less than 400 measures to act on be­ 
fore his constitutional deadline of 
July 28. 
Last week, the governor signed 
more than 100 bills, Including all of 
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the#special appropriation measures 
passed by the recent session of the 
legislature. 
When he finished adding up the 
$22,879,000 ofi special appropriation 
measures, plus the $1,016,000,000 bud­ 
get, the governor announced the 
state would have an estimated sur­ 
plus of $13,872,000 at the end of the 
1952 fiscal year. 
Revenue received during the fiscal 
year ending last June 30 was con­ 
siderably more than the administra­ 
tion had estimated. A preliminary 
closing statemert for the last fiscal 
year pegged income at $665,306,312 
—about $45,039,000 more than the 
original budget estimate. 
Warren praised the legislature for 
doing a “good job” in keeping fi­ 
nances in balance and while he con­ 
ceded $13,000,000 was a “fair sur­ 
plus” he added that “it is none too 
much for these uncertain times.” 
Thus far, the governor has vetoed 
42 of the bills approved by the leg­ 
islature and he said some other 
measures undoubtedly would fail via 
the pocket veto route. 
One bill signed into law by the 
governor last week was the Feather 
River project. Warren called it “the 
most important single” bill passed 
by the 1951 legislature and said few 
bills in 100 years of Statehood mean 
more to California’s development.

N$W YORK (/P)—1The battle of 
prices may take a new turn. 
Uncle Sam has long placed floors 
under the prices of some farm 
commodities and more recently has 
been busy putting ceilings over the 
prices of most commodities. Now 
he appears to be giving his blessing 
to the merchant who cuts prices 
contrary to the desire of either the 
manufacturer or competing mer­ 
chants. 
Merchants are wondering today 
whether this may give the signal 
for another wave of price cutting 
—especially if a cease-fire is or­ 
dered in Korea. They still have 
large stocks and some would like 
to move them by cutting prices. 


AND SOME MANUFACTURERS 
who have tried to stop price-cut­ 
ting on their products are wonder­ 
ing if Attorney General McGrath 
is looking straight at them when 
he warns that the justice depart­ 
ment will prosecute “illegal activi­ 
ties” by producers, wholesales or 
retailers to fix or maintain resale 
prices. 
Only a few manufacturers have 
tried to off-set the supreme court 
ruling of May 21 that non-signers 
could not be made to maintain 
prices under state fair-trade laws. 
Most have decided there was little 
they could do to prevent or halt 
the price wars that broke out here 
and 
there, 
most 
spectacularly 
among New York City department 
stores. 
McGrath says it’s all right for 
manufacturers 
operating 
under 
state fair-trade laws to sign up 
stores to maintain the fixed price. 
But he says it isn’t legal to at­ 
tempt to boycott non-signers, nor 
are agreements among competing 
retailers to maintain prices legal. 


MANUFACTURERS HAVE their 
side of the argument. They spend 
a lot of money advertising their 
products and getting brand names 
firmly established in the public 
mind. They consider these brand 
names have a value of their own. 
And they don’t like to see the 
value belittled by price wars in 
which some products are sold be­ 
low cost, thus frightening custo­ 
mers away from stores which don’t 
cut prices, and casting doubt in the 
public mind as the justice of the 
original price set. 
A few of them have moved since 


the price wars started to protect 
their products. Some have filed 
suits against merchants under­ 
selling the fixed price. A few have 
announced they would no longer 
sell to merchants who cut prices. 


BUT THE 
GREAT majority 
have done little. Some are trying 
to sign up as many merchants and 
wholesalers as possible to agree to 
maintain the price fixed by the 
manufacturer. 
Before the supreme court acted 
it was fairly simple. Under laws in 
45 states, the manufacturer who 
signed up some merchants to 
maintain the price he set could 
force compliance from non-signers 
as well. This latter phrase was the 
thing the supreme court threw out.

Dave Beck Airs His Views On 
Socialization Of U.S. Medicine 
“The answer to the problem of medical care will 
not be found in any political panacea or through the 
development of a super bureaucracy. The answer to 
the problem will be neither simple nor easy, but it 
will be found within the framework of our present 
economic system and our present constitutional 
safeguard.**. 
That wasn't said by a spokesman for the medical 
fraternity. Instead, it was recently said by one of 
the most aggressive labor leaders in the country— 
Dave Beck, executive vice president of the Inter­ 
national Brotherhood of Teamsters. He then added, 
“The answer as proposed by advocates of government- 
controlled medicine is contrary to our economic 
structure and goes beyond our traditional guaran­ 
tees. Any system which proposes such modifications 
in our way of living and doing things would lead to 
a dangerous socialistic trend and cannot be toler­ 
ated. Such a system would destroy our liberty." 
It is often argued that those who oppose socialized 
or government - dominated medicine are sinister 
representatives of special interests, who have no 
concern for the problems of the “common man.’* 
That certainly doesn’t apply to Dave Beck, who 
fights hard for what he considers the rights of labor. 
But, in company with a growing number of other 
labor leaders, he knows that socialism destroys free 
labor just as it destroys free enterprise. 
Mr. Beck pointed out, with complete accuracy, 
that much is being done to solve the metical care 
program—and it Is being done voluntarily. His final 
sentences should be read and remembered by all of 
us: *T say that we have built this nation through 
individual initiative and Intelligence ... Let us never

Southern Marin Sees Need For 
Highway Paralleling 101 
One of the reasons Highway 101 through southern 
Marin has become such a hazard is that the volume 
of traffic has increased far beyond what the road 
was intended to accommodate. 
Because of this heavy traffic load, a considerable 
sum must be spent in widening and channelization. 
Another solution would be to provide a second 
highway between Manzanita and the Ross valley, 
which might follow the old railroad right-of-way 
and provide a more direct route between the two 
points. 
Ross valley commuters particularly would welcome 
such a highway, which would eliminate the need 
for their traveling 101 with its hazardous Greenbrae 
and Alto intersections. 
On previous occasions the Record has called atten­ 
tion to the need for another highway linking 
southern and northern Marin, The present volume 
of traffic which 101 Is called upon to handle empha­ 
sizes this need. 
Here is a project in which the county board of 
supervisors and Marin’s state legislators might well 
take an interest. It is conceivable that money sup­ 
posedly ear-marked for the widening of 101 could 
better be spent in providing this new highway.

WASHINGTON — The British 
will quite soon be ready to explode 
their first atomic bomb. The tim­ 
ing. depends in part on what is 
done In this country. But the 
chances are that the first British 
atomic test will take place within 
a matter of months, almost cer­ 
tainly within the coming year. 
This is, of course, a matter of the 
highest importance. For one thing, 
it goes /ight to the heart of the 
Anglo-American relationship. 
For the explosion of a British 
bomb will be, in a sense, a measure 
of the partial failure of the Anglo- 
American partnership. This is so 
for several reasons. Although the 
British technicians now know in 
detail how to make the bomb, it 
will be extremely costly to clear 
the final technological hurdles, and 
then to stage the test, probably in 
Australia. And this heavy charge 
on the British economy comes at 
a time when the British rearma­ 
ment effort is already straining 
British finances to the breaking 
point. 
MOREOVER, THE FACT is that 
the British do not now have the 
resources to build either & really 
decisive stockpile of bombs, or the 
planes to carry bombs in important 
numbers to Soviet targets. The 
newly designed British medium 
bomber, the B-9, is an excellent 
plane, perhaps even superior in 
performance to our own B-47. But 
this plane is still in the prototype 
stage, and even when in produc­ 
tion, it will be hand-tooled, rather 
than mass-produced. 
Thus for the British to test a 
bomb which cannot either be made 
or delivered in quantity amounts 
to a very costly psychological ges­ 
ture. Yet the gesture is almost cer­ 
tain to be made. This is so partly 
because an Independent British 
atomic test should have an im­ 
portant effect on the British them­ 
selves. More and more, the British 
•are being persuaded that their is­ 
land has been transformed into * 
mere “Air Strip One" for the 
Americans, and the proof of inde­ 
pendent British atomic power 
should do much to dispel this 
illusion.

THE RECENT, IRRESPONSIBLE 
revelation that the United States 
now has only eighty-seven opera­ 
tional B-38 bombers should serve 
to underline this fact. The B-38 ia 
the only bomber capable of reach­ 
ing important Soviet targets from 
American bases. Eighty - seven 
planes—or 200—could not possibly 
serve as an effective deterrent 
against Soviet aggression, especial­ 
ly in view of the rapidly maturing 
Soviet air defense. 
The plain fact is that the capa­ 
city to deliver the American atomic 
stockpile now squarely depends on 
overseas bases controlled by tfee 
French, and above all by the Brit­ 
ish. The further fact is that the 
only decisive American weapon 
could be nullified “by a single tele­ 
phone call,” to quote one knowl­ 
edgeable American airman. For if, 
in some future crisis, the British 
government notified this govern­ 
ment that American bombers could 
not use British bases, the French 
would surely follow suit. Thus the 
central factor in American mili* 
tary power could be eliminated at 
a stroke.

A BRITISH ATOMIC test should 
also help to remind the Soviets 
that Britain is still a great power. 
But above all, the explosion of a 
British atomic bomb should im­ 
press the Congress of the United 
States. And this is certainly a main 
reason why the all-out effort to 
produce a British bomb is now in 
prospect. 
What the British really want, 
of course, is an atomic working 
partnership with the United States 
—full participation, on a kind of 
non-producing basis, in the Ameri­ 
can atomic program. This is, in 
fact, what the best of the Ameri­ 
can policy makers also want. For 
what is not understood, either in 
Congress or the country, is that 


IT IS BECAUSE it is the only 
insurance against this happening 
that our own policy makers want 
a working Anglo-American atomic 
partnership. But this would require 
legislation — specifically, revision 
of the McMahon act. There have 
been repeated conversations about 
changing the Act. Atomic Energy 
Committee Chairman Brien Mc­ 
Mahon himself understands .the 
need for revision. But every time 
plans have proceeded to the point 
where legislation was about to be 
introduced, there has been a Fuchs 
scandal, or a Pontecorvo scandal, 
or a Burgess-McLean scandal, and 
the plans have been hastily drop­ 
ped.The recent Burgess-McLean de­ 
fection, in fact, knocked into a 
cocked hat carefully laid plans for 
an Anglo-American atomic part­ 
nership. And now the only way out, 
apparently, is for the British to 
make the costly and basically un­ 
necessary effort to produce atomic 
bombs independently. The Con­ 
gress will presumably be far less 
reluctant to permit an atomic 
partnership if the prospective part­ 
ner has shown the capacity to pro­ 
duce atomic bombs anyway. More­ 
over, British security arrangements 
are being firmly if belatedly tight­ 
ened, and there should be no more 
Fuchs-Ponte corvo-Burgess-McLean 
betrayal». 
The explosion of a British-made 
bomb, to be sure, should have some 
desirable consequences in itself. 
Even so, it is time this country rec­ 
ognized that the Anglo-American 
alliance, to which British bases are 
just as essential as American 
planes and bombs, is not a one­ 
way street

Warren praised the legislature for 
doing a “good job" in keeping fi­ 
nances in balance and while he con­ 
ceded $13,000,000 was a “fair sur­ 
plus" he added that “it is none too 
much for these uncertain times.”

42 of the bills approved by the leg­ 
islature and he said some other 
measures undoubtedly would fail via 
the pocket veto route. 
One bill signed into law by the 
governor last week was the Feather 
River project. Warren called it “the 
most important single" bill passed 
by the 1951 legislature and said few 
bills in 100 years of Statehood mean 
more to California's development. 
The governor also took steps dur­ 
ing the week to get hiis new crime 
commission underway. He issued 
an executive order creating the cop- 
mission but did not name the five 
men who will serve on it. His or­ 
der specified the commission should 
study revenue laws, narcotics and 
organized prostitution.

NEW YORK (JP)—'The battle of 
prices may take a new turn. 
Uncle Sam has long placed floors 
under the prices of some farm 
commodities and more recently has 
been busy putting ceilings over the 
prices of most commodities. Now 
he appears to be giving his blessing 
to the merchant; who cuts prices 
contrary to the desire of either the 
manufacturer or competing mer­ 
chants. 
Merchants are wondering today 
whether this may give the signal 
for another wave of price cutting 
—especially if a cease-fire is or­ 
dered in Korea. They still have 
large stocks and some would like 
to move them by cutting prices. 
AND SOME MANUFACTURERS 
who have tried to stop price-cut­ 
ting on their products are wonder­ 
ing if Attorney General McGrath 
is looking straight at them when 
he warns that the justice depart­ 
ment will prosecute “illegal activi­ 
ties" by producers, wholesales or 
retailers to fix or maintain resale 
prices. 
Only a few manufacturers have 
tried to off-set the supreme court 
ruling of May 21 that non-signers 
could not be made to maintain 
prices under state fair-trade laws. 
Most have decided there was little 
they could do to prevent or halt 
the price wars that broke out here 
and there, most spectacularly 
among New York City department 
stores. 
McGrath says it’s all right for 
manufacturers operating under 
state fair-trade laws to sign up 
stores to maintain the fixed price. 
But he says it isn’t legal to at­ 
tempt to boycott non-signers, nor 
are agreements among competing 
retailers to maintain prices legal.

Some have filed 
suits against merchants under­ 
selling the fixed price. A few have 
announced they would no longer 
sell to merchants who cut prices. 
BUT THE GREAT majority 
have done little. Some are trying 
to sign up as many merchant» and 
wholesalers as possible to agree to 
maintain the price fixed by the 
manufacturer.

Safe Method For Vegetables 


Canning in a pressure cooker 
stumps some homemakers, says 
June Maclure, Marin County Home 
Advisor.

There arq a good many different 
causes of Itching, burning and peel­ 
ing of the feet and toes. Some shoes 
are made with substances which 
may prove irritating to oversensi­ 
tive or allergic people and thus set 
up a skin inflammation. 
Similar 
symptoms can be caused by a germ 
infection, but by far the most com­ 
mon cause is the disorder known as 
athlete’s foot. 
Many people have the bad habit 
of neglecting athlete’s foot. This Is 
an infection which tends to recur 
months after it has apparently been 
cured. It is usually more prominent 
between the toes, and cracks be­ 
tween the toes may be the first 
symptom of the condition. 
INFECTION MAY SPREAD 
If athlete’s foot is neglected, it 
may spread over the sole and back 
of the foot. 
Little blisters may 
form. 
Athlete’s foot Is caused by a fun­ 
gus or mold infection. As I men­ 
tioned earlier, however, similar con­ 
ditions come from other causes. 
Therefore, before any treatment is 
carried out, the scrapings and dis­ 
charge from the infected areas of 
the foot should be examined under 
the microscope to determine the ex­ 
act cause of the trouble. The shoes 
should be disinfected with formalde­ 
hyde, the feet 
carefully 
cleaned 
daily with soap and water, and the 
stockings should be washed and 
changed dally.

There arg a good m any different 
causes off itching, burning and peel­ 
ing of the feet and toes. Some shoes 
are m ade w ith substances which 
may prove irritating to oversensi­ 
tive or allergic people and thus set 
up a skin inflam m ation. 
Sim ilar 
symptoms can be caused by a germ 
infection, but by far the m ost com­ 
mon cause is the disorder known as 
athlete’s foot. 


M any people have the bad habit 
of neglecting ath lete’s foot. T his is 
an infection which tends to recur 
m onths after it has apparently been 
cured. It is usually more prom inent 
between the toes, and cracks be­ 
tween the toes m ay be the first 
symptom of the condition. 


INFECTION MAY SPREAD 
Iff athlete’s fool Is neglected, it 
m ay spread over the sole and back 
off th e foot. 
L ittle blisters m ay 
form. 
A thlete’s foot is caused by a fu n ­ 
gus or mold infection. 
As I m en­ 
tioned earlier, however, sim ilar con­ 
ditions come from other causes. 
Therefore, before any treatm ent is 
carried out, the scrapings and dis­ 
charge from the infected areas of 
the foot should be exam ined under 
the microscope to determ ine the ex­ 
act cause of the trouble. T he shoes 
should be1 disinfected with form alde­ 
hyde, the feet 
carefully 
cleaned 
daily with soap and water, and the 
stockings should be washed and 
changed daily.

substance has been perfected for the 
treatm en t of ath lete’s foot.

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PLANNING YOUR GARDEN 


By ALBERT WILSON 
Ancient and noblest of all plants 
Is the Juniper. Climb the Sim a, 
reach its highest shoulder and 
there at the limit of vegetative life, 
breathing the air of heaven itself, 
you look upon a tree centuries old, 
the Western juniper. Examine its 
trunk and you see it is chunky and 
eonical in form, has ridges and 
grooves 
which 
usually 
parallel 
straight up and down. 
If your beauty has a crooked 
trunk, lying prone on the rocks 
you will understand it has been 
tortured by roaring storms. Only 
by hugging close does new tip 
growth remain strong and lasting. 
John Muir used to seek out 
these ruggedly twisted trees, crawl 
under, and beneath their blanket 
of spreading branches “find the 
peace of God.” Of course all moun­ 
tain junipers do not have crooked 
prostrate trunks. 
Many stand as 
stalwart trees more than thirty 
feet tall. 
But the juniper has adjusted it­ 
self not alone to high peaks. 
It 
has learned to persist under hot 
blistering 
sun, 
against 
driving 
winds in summer, cold snowy ones 
In winter, on desert mountains and 
foothills too. It has associated 
Itself with scrubby shrubs and the 
one-leaf pine. This latter and the 
Juniper 
are 
among 
the 
most 
drought-resistant of our California 
trees. 
Often times in the desert 
juniper makes a full stand. 
TOC CAN JOURNEY to the 
windy coast and under the cold 
fogs and even within range of 
•alt spray you’ll find there another 
juniper. This experience is yours 
not in California but in coastal 
Japan, where the “shore juniper“ 
grows wild. 
It and many others 
have been imported from both 
Japan and China and they serve 
excellently wherever planted. 
Today it might be said junipers 
are returning in popularity. Every­ 
where you go, in thick residential 
areas, in parks, and in areas 
around 
classical 
buildings 
you 
find them. Gardeners have learn­ 
ed how to use the Juniper in the 
design. They give each one ample 
room for growth, and no longer 
erowd them. 
Of course group 
plantings are effective but the 


gardener must give care to spacing 
his junipers, otherwise he must 
prune drastically. Such a pruning 
can ruin for months the looks of 
any plant. It is far better to set 
out one juniper and watch it fill 
in the area than to crowd in three 
and find later you have to butcher. 
What you and I must do when 
we set out a Juniper is give it a 
permanent place. We must remem­ 
ber its long-lived. 
We start off 
with open soil, we work it deeply, 
even to flaming our muscles in 
getting the soil thoroughly loosen­ 
ed. And we promise ourselves at 
the very start to provide always 
the roots of our specimen with suf­ 
ficient water. The juniper grows 
wonderfully 
along 
the 
founda­ 
tion of the house. Its anchor roots 
take hold willingly, upright strong 
leaders fill in space massively, or 
arching branches of prostrate kinds 
cover ground gracefully. 
LET US CONSIDER a few of 
the most popular junipers. 
For 
picturesque beauty there is Juni- 
perus chinensis, the common Chi­ 
nese juniper. 
It develops into a 
stockly plant, the female form put­ 
ting out blue berries. 
In warm 
valley gardens, and in soils of all 
kinds this Juniper prospers. 
But 
it is the many varieties of the Chi­ 
nese juniper that gardeners seek 
when visiting nurseries. There is 
variety 
torulosa, 
the 
so-called 
Hollywood juniper. This is a com­ 
pact semi-dwarf plant with densely 
crowded, tufted, twisted branches. 
The plant grows as though it had 
been trained artificially for won- 
derous beauty. Dark green in tone 
it makes a splendid anchor plant, 
though often it is used as a back­ 
ground for a bench and for sitting 
areas in the open garden. 
JUN1PERUS CHINEN818 var­ 
iety pfitzeriana was discovered in 
a Berlin nursery three generations 
ago. It is of spreading habit with 
branches reaching out into strong 
arches. Woe to the gardener who 
gives it a stingy place for it will 
push everything out of the way 
in its determination to grow. And 
this determination to grow and fill 
space is ore of the very reasons 
why pfitzer's juniper has been 
popular 
among 
gardeners 
and 


nurserjmen. It serves well a real 
need in gardens everywhere. 
Also there Is variety procumbens, 
commonly called “creeping Japan­ 
ese juniper.” 
It has dense com­ 
pact 
blue-green 
foliage 
which 
sweeps along the ground hugging 
it closely. The finest example of 
it is to be found along the banks 
of Memorial stadium at the Uni­ 
versity of California on the Ber­ 
keley campus. There it grows into 
a tight mat. In an old garden in 
Santa Crus I measured the largest 
single specimen of this prostrate 
juniper I've ever seen. It is more 
than 50 years old, covers a blocky 
area eleven feet each way and of 
course is of sturdy growth. Grow­ 
ing over the years that one speci­ 
men has made the finest ground 
cover a gardener could hope for. 
FOR THAT GARDEN facing the 
ocean there is the “short juniper” 
(Juniperus conierta) already men­ 
tioned. It will grow readily falling 
over rocks and creeping for yards, 
building up a shiny silvery green 
cover. 
Junipers are occasionally at­ 
tacked by a virus disease. It causes 
the Up branches to die back. Se­ 
vere pruning out of the diseased 
branches is recommended by ex­ 
pert growers. This arrests, but in­ 
variably the whole plant has to be 
destroyed. Occasionally aphis will 
attack junipers. The well known 
insecticides will finish them off.

Of Planting Iris Types

Iris can be divided into three 
classes as to the method of plant­ 
ing. The way in which they should 
be planted depends on the charac­ 
teristics of their roots.

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Juniper Treasures Await Climbers 
To Top Of Highest Mountains

Ancient and noblest of all plants 
Is Che juniper. Climb the Sierra, 
reach its highest shoulder and 
there at the limit of vegetative life, 
breathing the air of heaven itself, 
you look upon a tree centuries old, 
the Western juniper. Examine its 
trunk and you see it is chunky and 
conical in form, has ridges and 
grooves 
which 
usually 
parallel 
straight up and down. 
If your beauty has a crooked 
trunk, lying prone on the rocks 
you will understand it has been 
tortured by roaring storms. Only 
by hugging close does new tip 
growth remain strong and lasting. 
John Muir used to seek out 
these ruggedly twisted trees, crawl 
under, and beneath their blanket 
of spreading branches “find the 
peace of God.’* Of course all moun­ 
tain junipers do not have crooked 
prostrate trunks. Many stand as 
stalwart trees more than thirty 
leet tall. 
But the juniper has adjusted it­ 
self not alone to high peaks. 
It 
has learned to persist under hot 
blistering 
sun, 
against 
driving 
winds in summer, cold snowy ones 
in winter, on desert mountains and 
foothills too. It has associated 
itself with scrubby shrubs and the 
one-leaf pine. This latter and the 
juniper 
are 
among 
the 
most 
drought-resistant of our California 
trees. Often times in the desert 
juniper makes a full stand. 
TOC CAN JOURNEY to the 
windy coast and under the cold 
fogs and even within range of 
•alt spray you’ll find there another 
juniper. This experience is yours 
not in California but in coastal 
Japan, where the “shore juniper** 
grows wild. 
It and many others 
have been imported from both 
( Japan and China and they serve 
excellently wherever planted. 
i 
Today it might be said junipers 
are returning in popularity. Every­ 
where you go, in thick residential 
areas, in parks, and in areas 
around 
classical 
buildings 
you 
find them. Gardeners have learn­ 
ed how to use the juniper in the 
design. They give each one ample 
room for growth, and no longer 
crowd them. 
Of course group 
plantings are effective but the 


gardener must give care to spacing 
his junipers, otherwise he must 
prune drastically. Such a pruning 
can ruin for months the looks of 
any plant. It is far better to set 
out one juniper and watch it fill 
in the area than to crowd in three 
and find later you have to butcher. 
What you and I must do when 
we set out a juniper is give it a 
permanent place. We must remem­ 
ber its long-lived. 
We start off 
with open soil, we work it deeply, 
even to flaming our muscles in 
getting the soil thoroughly loosen­ 
ed. And we promise ourselves at 
the very start to provide always 
the roots of our specimen with suf­ 
ficient water. The juniper grows 
wonderfully 
along the founda­ 
tion of the house. Its anchor roots 
take hold willingly, upright strong 
leaders fill in space massively, or 
arching branches of prostrate kinds 
cover ground gracefully. 
LET US CONSIDER a few of 
the most popular junipers. 
For 
picturesque beauty there is Juni- 
perus chinensls, the common Chi­ 
nese juniper. 
It develops into a 
itockly plant, the female form put­ 
ting out blue berries. 
In warm 
valley gardens, and in soils of all 
kinds this juniper prospers. 
But 
it is the many varieties of the Chi­ 
nese juniper that gardeners seek 
when visiting nurseries. There is 
variety 
torulosa, 
the 
so-called 
Hollywood juniper. This is a com­ 
pact semi-dwarf plant with densely 
crowded, tufted, twisted branches. 
The plant grows as though it had 
been trained artificially for won- 
derous beauty. Dark green in tone 
it makes a splendid anchor plant, 
though often it is used as a back­ 
ground for a bench and for sitting 
areas in the open garden. 
JUN1PERUS CHINEN SIS var­ 
iety pfitzeriana was discovered in 
a Berlin nursery three generations 
ago. It is of spreading habit with 
branches reaching out into strong 
arches. Woe to the gardener who 
gives it a stingy place for it will 
push everything out of the way 
in its determination to grow. And 
this determination to grow and fill 
space is ore of the very reasons 
why pfitzer’s juniper has been 
popular 
among 
gardeners 
and 


nurserymen. It* serves well a real 
need in gardens everywhere. 
Also there is variety procumbens, 
commonly called “creeping Japan­ 
ese juniper.’’ It has dense com­ 
pact 
blue-green 
foliage 
which 
sweeps along the ground hugging 
it closely. The finest example of 
it is to be found along the banks 
of Memorial stadium at the Uni­ 
versity of California on the Ber­ 
keley campus. There it grows into 
a tight mat. In an old garden in 
Santa Crux I measured the largest 
single specimen of this prostrate 
juniper I’ve ever seen. It is more 
than 50 years old, covers a blocky 
area eleven feet each way and of 
course is of sturdy growth. Grow­ 
ing over the years that one speci­ 
men has made the finest ground 
cover a gardener could hope for. 
FOR THAT GARDEN facing the 
ocean there is the “short juniper” 
(Juniperus conferta) already men­ 
tioned. It will grow readily falling 
over rocks and creeping for yards, 
building up a shiny silvery green 
cover.

Be A Summer Chimney Sweep 
To Check Smokey Fireplace

Summer is the best time to find 
out why your fireplace smoked last 
winter. It's a good time to check 
up on your chimney and to repair 
leaks and cracks that might de­ 
velop into fire hazards under the 
•train of future cold spells. 
There’s a famous old method for 
testing a chimney. I pass it on at 
the risk of having the womenfolk 
throw a few loose chimney bricks 
my way. It’s a sure-fire test, but 
a bit smoky. 
Just build a brisk little fire out 
of paper, straw or kindling at the 
base of the flue. When it is going 
well, add about a square yard of 
tar paper to create dense smoke. 
Then get up on the roof and dap 
a wet carpet or blanket over the 
ohimney cap. Every place smoke 
oozes out will be a leak to be fixed. 
Test the mortar joints, especially 
at those joints, with a screwdriver. 
Any mortar that crumbles calls for 
replacement. You’ll have to take 
the chimney down as far as neces­ 
sary to reach hard mortar and 
then rebuild it. This is a vital pre­ 
caution for fire and wind safety. 
A GOOD CHIMNEY is equipped 
with a fire-clay flue lining. This 
]• very important when chimney 
walls are less than 6 inches thick. 
In heavier chimneys a lining is 
sometimes omitted. 
However, a lining protects chim­ 
ney masonry from both heat and 
destructive gases. Without a lining, 
mortar will disintegrate faster and 
fall out. Air will then leak into the 
flue, spoiling the draft, and hof. 
gases and glowing sparks will leak 
out.The usual standards for flue - 
lined chimneys, not more than 30 
toot tall, call for walls 4 inches 
thick when built of brick or rein­ 
forced concrete! 8 inches thick for 
hollow building blocks, and 13 
Inhes thick for stone. 
A chimney in or near the center 
af a house is usually considered 
the most efficient, due« it is pro­ 


tected against chilling. Outside 
chimneys are not supposed to have 
walls less than 8 inches thick. 
No woodwork of any kind should 
be closer than 2 inches from any 
chimney. This is a fire standard. 
The chimney stands alone on its 
own foundation. 
The strength of your draft is 
determined by a long, straight, un­ 
obstructed flue. Each lue should 
measure at least 8 by 12 inches, or 
100 square inches. Most building 
codes call for separation of flues 
in a chimney by what are called 
withes, not leas than 3\ inches 
wide.

Two fires con­ 
nected to one flue will cause one 
to kill the draft of the other. 
That’s why English houses, with a 
fireplace in every room, have so 
many chimneys with so many flues 
or chimney pots protruding. But 
to cap a chimney with a pipe ex­ 
tension that is smaller than the 
flue will choke its draft. 
One of the commonest causes of 
smoking fireplaces is a flue that 
is too small for the opening of the 
fireplace. Multiply the width of 
your fireplace by the height of 
that opening and divide by 10 and 
you get the size flue you should 
have. Some builders allow a flue 
area to be one-twelfth of the area 
of the opening, hut some other 
factors enter in. One is the height 
of the chimney. 
When the flue is shorter than 22 
feet, or is unlined, its opening 
should be larger than a tenth of 
the fireplace opening. 
The depth of a fireplace also 
must be kept in relation to its 
opening. There are regular tables 
for these measurements. 
Sometimes a smoking fireplace 
can be corrected by a metal hood 
across the top ol its opening. This 
adjusts the size of the opening in

NO FLUE SHOULD HAVE more 
than one intake. Two fires con­ 
nected to one flue will cause one 
to kill the draft of the other. 
T hat’s why English houses, with a 
fireplace in every room, have so 
many chimneys with so many flues 
or chimney pots protruding. But 
to cap a chimney with a pipe ex­ 
tension th at is smaller than the 
flue will choke its draft. 
One of the commonest causes of 
smoking fireplaces is a flue th at 
is too small for the opening of the 
fireplace. Multiply the width of 
your fireplace by the height of 
th a t opening and divide by 10 and 
you get the size flue you should 
have. Some builders allow a flue 
area to be one-twelfth of the area 
of the opening, but some other 
factors enter in. One is the height 
of the chimney. 
When the flue is shorter than 22 
feet, or is uniined, its opening 
should be larger than a tenth of 
the fireplace opening. 
The depth of a fireplace also 
must be kept in relation to its 
opening. There are regular tables 
for these measurements. 
Sometimes a smoking fireplace 
can be corrected by a metal hood 
across the top of its opening. This 
adjusts the size of the opening in

If you need a new roof on your 
house, there are definite advan­ 
tages in laying it right on top of 
the old roof. 
Removing an old root costs 
money, creates considerable dirt 
inside and outside the house, and 
deprives you of the rigidity and 
added 
insulation 
value 
to 
be 
gained by a double roof. 
Prepare your old roof carefully 
before you start 
to 
lay 
new 
shingles. 
Replace 
any 
missing 
s h i n g l e s . Nail down all loose 
shingles. Split and flatten down 
all warped or curled wood shingles. 
Cut away about two inches 
along all edges of the old roof and 
fill the spaces thus created by nail­ 
ing strips the same thickness as 
the old roof. This will give you 
solid nailing surfaces along the 
edges and will result in a neat 
trim. 
Feathering 
strips, 
which 
are 
«lightly beveled strips of wood, are 
then nailed along the butts of the 
old 
shingles. 
This 
provides 
a 
smoother and more even surface. 
t h e CHOICE of fire-resistant 
roofing materials is important. 
These may be asphalt shingles, as­ 
bestos shingles, tile or slate — if 
you can afford the latter. 
Slate has become a luxury roof­ 
ing material. It is almost pro­ 
hibitive for low and medium cost 
homes in most sections. A slate 
roof for a one-story six-room house 
of average size often Is quoted 
at more than $3,000. But of course 
it is virtually a permanent roof. 
Patching is the most it will ordi­ 
narily require. So many pre-war 
homes enjoyed slate roofs that the 
know-how of patching is much in 
demand. 


Any broken or fallen slate can 
be replaced by using a sheet of 
copper about six inches long and 
three or four inches wide. Slip the 
copper sheet into the space va­ 
cated by the old shingle. Nail the 
copper firmly to the sheathing and 
as near the bottom as possible. 
Then slip the new slate up under 
the course above and fold up the 
lower edge of the copper to hold 
the slate in place. 
IN MOST PARTS of the coun­ 
try, the most economical fire-re­ 
sistant roofing is the asphalt 
shingle. This type, according to 
the Department of Commerce, is 
now used for more than 80 per 
cent of all house roofs. It is man­ 
ufactured with a top surface of 
embedded mineral granules. This 
give« 
it a 
good 
Underwriters’ 
fire-rating against chimney sparks 
and flying fire-brands. 
Asbestos shingles are more fire­ 
proof, of course, but more ex­ 
pensive. 
One of the big advantages of 
either asbestos or asphalt shin­ 
gles is the lightness of color avail­ 
able. Asphalt shingles can be ob­ 
tained in a wide range of colors. 
The color of a roof has a lot to 
do with its insulating value in 
summer. A light colored roof will 
reflect more heat. A black, or dark 
colored roof, tends to absorb heat, 
PROPER NAILING is vital to 
the life of almost any roof. Six 
nails are specified for each three- 
tab square butt asphalt shingle. If 
enough nails are not used, or if 
they are not put in the right 
places, wind can get under the 
shingles and cause real trouble. 
Additional w in d -tightness is ob­ 
tained by cementing down asphalt 


Depredation 
Loss Based 
On Usefulness 


In figuring depreciation loss on 
his home, the home-owner’s first 
consideration should be the value 
placed on the remaining useful life 
of the house, say real estate brok­ 
ers and mortgage lenders. 
There is no formula for fixing 
a markdown from the original 
price of the home, because some 
dwellings are in better condition 
than others, or have exceeded their 
usability longer than originally an­ 
ticipated. 
Both 
physical 
and 
economic 
factors must be taken into account 
in estimating depreciation. The 
normal life expectancy of a house 
may be reduced by structural 
lovsses such as neglect of proper 
maintenance, hard oar improper 
usage, 
or 
damage 
caused 
by 
severe weather conditions. 
ECONOMIC 
CHANGES 
may 
also contribute to lessening pro­ 
perty values. These include such 
environmental changes as detri­ 
mental 
zoning 
regulations 
and 
deterioration in the character of 
the neighborhood. 
For these reasons a more accu­ 
rate gauge for depreciation ap­ 
praisal would be an estimate of 
the cost required to restore the 
dwelling to maintain its future 
usability. This means discounting 
the original value by physical or 
economic losses which must be 
overcome to get the property back 
to full usable condition. 
estimate of physical im­ 
provements can be made by ob­ 
servation and then getting the re­ 
pair or replacement costs. These 
may include such structural dam­ 
ages as leaky roof, cracked mason­ 
ry, defective foundation, faulty 
floors and so on. Under the head­ 
ing of maintenance corrections 
may be broken windows, crumbl­ 
ing masonry, worn-out plumbing 
or heating. A fairly accurate esti­ 
mate can be made of the expense 
of restoring such physical damage. 
A COMPARISON should also be 
made with surrounding properties 
with an analysis as to how much 
depreciation is caused by physical 
deterioration or economic changes. 
If the neighborhood has run down 
considerably since the house was 
first erected, there is a correspond­ 
ing lessening in value. 
Foundational 
deterioration 
or 
obsolescence is the third impor­ 
tant element. This includes de­ 
creased 
efficiency 
or increased 
maintenance of old, worn-out pro­ 
perty. Parts of the building can 
be rebuilt or restored and put in 
working order even though the 
building may be many years old. 
But unless the entire house can 
be put into livable use again, it 
will be useless to make these re- 
' pairs . 
While the depreciation estimate 
should be generally based on loss 
from full usability of the house, in 
most cases other physical and in­ 
tangible factors must be consid­ 
ered. Final judgment should be 
weighed after careful observation 
and analysis of all conditions af­ 
fecting the property. 


shingle tabs. Quick setting asphalt 
cement, applied with putty knife or 
caulking gun, holds down the cen­ 
ter of each exposed tab. 
THE LENGTH OF NAILS also 
is i m p o r t a n t . In laying wood 
shingles over an old roof, for ex­ 
ample, five-penny nails <about 1% 
inches long) are used in order to 
pass through the old roof and 
down into the sheathing or shingle 
lath. Some will protrUne through 
intei$paces, but the most will 
enter the sheathing. Cut-nails hold 
more firmly than wire nails. In 
either event they should be the 
hot-dipped zinc-coated type if cop­ 
per nails cannot be afforded. 
The use of nails that are not 
rust proof is one tff the major 
cause of failure in wood-shingled 
roofs. When nails rust they de­ 
stroy the wood, loosening 
the 
shingle and allowing it to blow olf.

One of the least expensive types 
of “fire insurance” available to the 
home owner is fire-resistant roof­ 
ing. For example, asphalt roofing 
now provides this type of “cover­ 
age” for approximately 90 percent 
of all American homes and farm 
buildings.

caused by flying sparks from the 
chimney and other sources, in­

Painting Furniture 


It is easier to paint furniture 
after all metal hardware has been 
removed. Difficult parts should be 
painted first, leaving the top, ex­ 
posed surfaces until last. A small 
brush should be used to achieve a 
thin, even coat over the entire 
surface.

THE CHOICE of fire-resistant 
roofing

These may be asphalt shingles, as­ 
bestos shingles, tile or slate — if 
you can afford the latter. 
Slate has become a luxury roof­ 
ing material. It is almost pro­ 
hibitive for low and medium cost 
homes in most sections. A slate 
roof for a one-story six-room house 
of average size often is quoted 
at more than $3,000. Rut of course 
it is virtually a permanent roof. 
Patching is the most it will ordi­ 
narily require. So many pre-war 
homes enjoyed slate roofs that the 
know-how of patching is much in 
demand. 


Any broken or fallen slate can 
be replaced by using a sheet of 
copper about six inches long and 
three or four inches wide. Slip the 
copper sheet into the space va­ 
cated by the old. shingle. Nail the 
copper firmly to' the sheathing and 
as near the bottom as possible. 
Then slip the new slate up under 
the course above and fold up the 
lower edge of the copper to hold 
the slate in place. 
IN MOST PARTS of the coun­ 
try, the most economical fire-re­ 
sistant roofing

shingle. This type, according to 
the Department of Commerce, is 
now used for more than 80 per 
cent of all house roofs. It is man­ 
ufactured with a top surface of 
embedded mineral granules.

Asbestos shingles are more fire­ 
proof, of course, but more ex­ 
pensive. 
One of the big advantages of 
either asbestos or asphalt shin­ 
gles is the lightness of color avail­ 
able. Asphalt shingles can be ob­ 
tained in a wide range of colors. 
The color of a roof has a lot to 
do with its insulating value in 
summer. A light colored roof will 
reflect more heat. A black, or dark 
colored roof, tends to absorb heat. 
PROPER NAILING is vital to 
the life of almost any roof. Six 
nails are specified for each three- 
tab square butt asphalt shingle. If 
enough nails are not used, or if 
they are not put in the right 
places, wind can get under the 
shingles and cause real trouble. 
Additional wind-tightness is ob­ 
tained by cementing down asphalt 


estimate of physical im­ 
provements can be made by ob­ 
servation and then getting the re­ 
pair or replacement costs. These 
may include such structural dam­ 
ages as leaky roof, cracked mason­ 
ry, defective 
foundation, faulty 
floors and so on. Under the head­ 
ing of maintenance corrections 
may be broken windows, crumbl­ 
ing masonry, worn-out plumbing 
or heating. A fairly accurate esti­ 
mate can be made of the expense 
of restoring such physical damage. 
A COMPARISON should also be 
made with surrounding properties 
with an analysis as to how much 
depreciation is caused by physical 
deterioration or economic changes. “ 
If the neighborhood has run down 
considerably since the house was 
first erected, there is a correspond­ 
ing lessening in value. 
Foundational 
deterioration 
or 
obsolescence is the third impor­ 
tant element. This includes de­ 
creased 
efficiency 
or 
increased 
maintenance of old, worn-out pro­ 
perty. Parts of the building can 
be rebuilt or restored and put in 
working order even though the 
building may be many years old. 
But unless the entire house can 
be put into livable use again, it 
will be useless to make these re- 
' pairs . 
While the depreciation estimate 
should, be generally based on loss 
from full usability of the house, in 
most cases other physical and in­ 
tangible factors must be consid­ 
ered. Final judgment should be 
weighed after careful observation 
and analysis of all conditions af­ 
fecting the property. 


shingle tabs. Quick setting asphalt 
cement, applied with putty knife or 
caulking gun, holds down the cen­ 
ter of each exposed tab. 
THE LENGTH OF NAILS also 
is i m p o r t a n t . In laying wood 
shingles over an old roof, for ex­ 
ample, five-penny nails (about 1% 
inches long) are used in order to 
pass through the old roof and 
down into the sheathing or shingle 
lath. Some will protnAe through 
interspaces, 
but the most will 
enter the sheathing. Cut-nails hold 
more firmly than wire nails. In 
either event they should be the 
hot-dipped zinc-coated type if cop­ 
per nails cannot be afforded. 
The use of nails that are not 
rust proof Is one iff the major 
cause of failure in wood-shingled 
roofs. When nails rust they de­ 
stroy 
the 
wood, loosening 
the 
shingle and allowing it to blow olí.

Loss Based 
On Usefulness 


In figuring depreciation loss on 
his home, the home-owner’s first 
consideration should be the value 
placed on the remaining useful life 
of the house, say real estate brok­ 
ers and mortgage lenders. 
There is no formula for fixing 
a markdown from the original 
price of the home, because some 
dwellings are in better condition 
than others, or have exceeded their 
usability longer than originally an­ 
ticipated. 


For these reasons a more accu­ 
rate gauge for depreciation ap­ 
praisal would be an estimate of 
the cost required to restore the 
dwelling to maintain its future 
usability. This means discounting 
the original value by physical or 
economic losses which must be 
overcome to get the property back 
to full usable condition. 


Both 
physical 
and 
economic 
factors must be taken into account 
in estimating depreciation. The 
normal life expectancy of a house 
may 
be reduced 
by 
structural 
losses such as neglect of proper 
maintenance, hard or improper 
usage, 
or 
damage 
caused 
by 
severe weather conditions. 
ECONOMIC 
CHANGES 
may 
also contribute to lessening pro­ 
perty values. These include such 
environmental changes as detri­ 
mental 
zoning 
regulations 
and 
deterioration in the character of 
the neighborhood.

Dexter in 1848 while he was serv­ 
ing a pastorate in Manchester, 
N.H. On a certain Sabbath, so the 
story goes, there was a sermon 
dealing with the tribulations and 
fortitude of toe early Christians 
and, in keeping with his message, 
Dr. Dexter translated St. Clem­ 
ent’s hymn for his choristers to 
sing at the close of the service.

In 1867, 
nearly two decades after his hymn 
appeared in the Congregationalist, 
he gave up preaching to become 
editor of this magazine. He died
